Dear Editor: 

Gerald W. Harding. writing in 
the “Editor's Maitbox” in the 
Avalanche of August 7, com- 
plains that the Lake Margrethe 
Property Owners Association is 
“recommending” an $8.9 mil- 
lion sewer project proposed by 
consulting engineers for Gray- 
ling Township. 

Mr. Harding is mistaken. 

He bases his complaint on an 
information bulletin issued to 
all Lake propeity owners fast 
June, describing the proposal, 
and subsequent public discus- 
sion of its nature and cost at an 
open meeting of the Associa- 
tion last July 5. Mr. Harding 
attended that meeting, and 
along with many others, spoke 
out freely about issues that 
concerned him. 

The highlights of this meet- 
ing were reported accurately in 
the Avalanche of July 10. The 
story pointed out: “Extensive 
questioning from the audience 
reflected a wide range of 
concerns about the necessity, 
the ultimate cost and the 
proposed method of financing 
the sewer pian.” 

Neither in its literature nor in 
any subsequent discussion has 
the. Association or any of its 
officers taken a postion for or 
against the sewer proposal. 

As was stated clearly at the 
July 5 meeting and in the 
subsequent Avalanche story, 
the project is perhaps three to 
five years away from execution, 
if ever, and pubiic hearings wil! 
be held by Township authorities 
at which citizens with strong 
feelings on the subject, such as 
Mr: Harding, can make their 
views known in the proper 
place, at the proper time.

gain. Every time he talked to 
Pau} he was blinded by his love 
of money.

Others are afraid 
Christ might want a dollar of 
their money. therefore they 
avoid Church. ‘it is impossible 
to worship God and money at 
the same time. 


4. What others may thnk 


ikeeps many people away froma 


decision for Christ. “But after 
two years Porcius Festus came 
into Felix’ room: and Felix, 
willing to shew the Jews a 
pleasure, left Pau! bound.” Acts 
24:27. Felix was more con- 
cerned about his public image 
before the Jews than his elernal 
image before the God of the 
universe. His political position 
in this world was more impor- 
tant to him than a_ divine 
position in Heaven. Pleasing 
the attitudes and feelings of 
others was inore important to 
Felix than pleasing God. Many 
people today put off accepting 
Jesus Christ because’ of what 
others mighi think or say about 
them. 

There are probably people in

The AuSable is Looking Better 


By Willard Bosserman, County Extension Director 

The AuSable River is looking better than it did ten years ago 
when | moved to Roscommon. Canoe livery operators are reporting 
fess litter in the river than before. They should know because they 
pick up much ot the litter that people leave. They believe education 
is paying off. 

The Department of Natural Resources. canoe livery operators, 
Chamber of Commerces, and many others are doing education to 
stop littering. As County Extension Director | have talked to nearly 
3200 teachers during the last eight years at the Teacher's 
Environmental School. Tie insiruciors ai the schovi cover the 
environment in general and litter is one of the problems discussed. 
My presentation about the AuSable River always ends with a 
comment about using our resources in such a way that otters will 
lind the resource in as good a shape as we found them. If we litter, 
the people in the canoe behind us or the people who use a picnic 
area after us will not find the resource as pleasant as we found it. 

The teachers multiply this information at least one hundred 
told to their students. This represents only one way the word is 
getting out. 

Members of the AuSable River Study Council believe the 
younger users are the ones thal are littering less. To substantiate 
this | made my own very unscientific study. | picked up ali the 
beverage cans | could find for one quarter mile of the South Branch 
ol the AuSable River. Of the 12 cans | found, 4 were pop cans and 9 
were beer cans. This would indicate that adults do more littering 
than younger river users. !t could mean that there are more adults 
using the river than younger people. One smart answer was that 
kids are drinking beer at an earlier age. The only real fact of the case 
is that | [cund nearly three times as many beer Cans as pop cans. 

Other observations | have made is that when Mrs. Lu Anne 
{Higgins) Viles and myself did a stream bank study in 1968. there 
seemed to be more bare eroded stream banks than now. | notice 
more natural vegetation on privately owned land than eight years 
ago. Private landowners nave iaker sieps io prevent their Stream 
banks from eroding. 

The Department of Natural Resources has done a lot of 
streambank stabilization in the meantime. They have also 
remodeled camp grounds along the river to correct erosion 
problems and designed the campgrounds to handle the people use 
without causing an erosion problem. 

Two big things that happened were the people of Grayling and 
Resenmmon stopped emptying their effluent into the river. 

The job is not finished. There are several spots on the South 
Branch that need immediate attention to stop erosion. There is still 
litter. even though there is less of it. 

Education is a tong time process, but | think we are winning. 
and when | say we | mean all of us. We all have a better river ror if. 
People do care.
